FOREWORD 


HE Erimus Herd, which was founded as recently as 1944, has already achieved considerable success, which is 
not entirely unexpected, seeing that a very careful foundation was laid, mostly of Kirkton and Calrossie 
blood, a considerable number of which were purchased privately, with later additions from the good herd of Mr. 
John Barnes, of Aikbank, Wigton, and seeing that nothing but bulls of the highest quality have been introduced. 

The following stock bulls have been used in the herd with success:— 

CLIPPER CAPTAIN (326141)—a grand roan son of Lawton Field Marshal. He was 2nd in his class at 
Perth, and later, after winning several championships in England, was exported to the El Inca Herd in 
Argentina.

Hood, Kywanna, Australia, at a high figure last year, where he is giving every satisfaction; Erimus 
Hansard, 2nd at Perth this year and purchased for Uppermill at 3200 guineas; and Erimus Impetus, a 
young bull recently exported to the Argentine at a high figure. 

CRUGGLETON BALMORAL (381877) is the latest stock bull to join the herd, and one to which several 
of the cows to be exposed have been mated.
